The 
Glencoe, which generally gets away first, 
will probably be starting sbout this evoning 
or to-morrow morning, if we may judge 
from last year’s performance ; that steamer 
having loft Hankow at 3 am. of tho 22nd 
last season. -We shall doubtless hear in a 
. few days. . This season’s opening prices are 
eaid to be slightly higher than those of last 
year.

I was invited for noon, but on my arrival 
neither of the Chiefs were there to receive 
me, and when they. arrived they had so 
much other business to do, that I could not 
get to speak to them, so two small Wei- 
yiians, of the 9th class, were sent to show 
me around; but the time allowed us was too 
short toexamine things properly. however, 
ascertained that. the coarse. wool, though 
already too coarse to do anything, is piled- 
on the ground-floor to rot,.that only 20 per 
cent of it is fit’to make coarse flannel, 
30 per cent railway rugs, and 60 per cent 
coarso and full of straws. 


when the yarn is not good, nothing can be 
prosuved worth the name of flannel or cloth. 
ven for blankets the material is coarse. 
T found the honest and intelligent Foreign 
director at: work : irilling Oloth, the dirtiest 
operation in: the Faotory; which ought to 
be managed bya separate instructor, is 
thus left to the Chief.* His orders or direc- 
tions have been neglected and ignored, in 
a, most inexplicable manner.

what to do with them, Distinguished 
strangers were invited to inspect them, and 
said they were simply telegraphic instru- 
ments,.and were of no use for the purpose 
for which they were sent—the_firing of 
torpedoes, Seas 

The Mandarins asked our local scientists 
to investigate upon.the best system of 
batteries, and they pronounced them incap- 
able of firing torpedoes, but might be used 
for telegraphic -purposes, .. The instruments 
are now in beautiful working order, and the 
-Taotai is so pleased with them; that he has 
determined to have a. telegraphic line from 
Chinhai to the Yamen in Ningpo. 

Our foreign residents have been getting 
less year by year, until eur population is 
bute small item of its former self. This 
year an unusual number -of families have 
gone to seek a change in their home lands, 
Others are just on the point. of. ging.

NEW GUINEA MASSACRES. 


, CRUISE OF THE “ ANNIE,” 


‘The following is Cgptain Frier’s narrative 
of his late eventful cruise :—- ~~ 


I reached Toste Island, on tho 17th J: 
vary, and founil there H. M. 8, Emerald. 
She sailed on the 38th for Brooker Island, 
and I afterwards learned that she opened 

- five with shell and killed two natives, car- 
rying.away another, who was given up as a 
lerer of the. teachers. While | was 
lying becalmed olf Teste Island 20 Brooker 
Telandors arrived,. whoin I recognised aa 
part of the murderous band who have been 
committing many atrocities, and learned 
from friendly natives that their intention 
waa to secure the assistunce of the-Teste Is- 
landers in endeavouring to capture my ves- 
sel. 1, however, kept a good watch und 
never gave them a chance of taking me by 
surpriae, and they knew pretty well that 
my crew were well armed and would stand 
by me in case of an open attack. While 
here I heard of a European vessel having 
been wrecked, or taken, and that three 
white women were kept prisoners on one of 
the islands, but although I spent two days 
in aearching and enquiring, I could find 
nothing-to authenticate the report. On the 
27th I anchored of Seal Island, the chief of 
which, ‘Bier Bier,” is, I believe, the leader 
of the murderers ; ‘he would be easily iden- 
tified by the loss of two fingers of his right. 
hand, which were shot olf four yeara ago. 
On the 28th 1 reached»Kalouma, where 1 
found my people all well, with the exception 
of the’ Cook, who had Jong been sutteriny 
from congestion of the lungs. My men had 
‘iven up all hopes of seeing mo again, or of 
eing relieved, ‘and had for several weeks 
been compelled to desist from fishing, in 
order to defend themselves. The natives of 
Renard Island and of the Louisaides were 
hovering round the station to the number 
of 400 or 500 mén, and had made threé de- 
. termined attacks, but each timé.my men 
having been warned by the friendly natives 
of Oorina, were prepared, and'beat: them ott 
after » brisk fire, On the 2nd February, 
E went to Mewastone and: selected a sinall 
_ islet ofthe shore for a station, so small that 
I could hardly. be surrounded by canoes 
- without hearing or seeing the enemy. _On 
the 4th I ‘went ashore on the mainland ot 
. Mewatone, ahd found a portion of the wreck 
_of the ‘‘ Annie Books.” \ I also found some. 
huts floored and roofed with the lining and 
deck planks of that vossel. A short dia- 
tance. in the b I found beef-casks and 
portions of ip) furniture, and scattered 
about, a quantity of human bones chopped 
into small pieces, which I collected for 
decent burial I saw- no natives then, but 
in the evening several were noticed watching 
ua from ‘their look-out on the top af Mew- 
stone. - On the Gth I went to Kalouma for. 
ptores, and ‘on the llth retwned -to the 
atation.. On the 12th, my largest boat laden

THE U. 8S. CONSULARS COURTS. 
{Sau F:ancisco Chronicle). 
John Martin Ross, an American 


commuted his sentence to life imprisonment ; 
and on landing here a few day ago, in 
custody of un ofticer, on his way to a State 
prison in the State of New York, he sued 
out a writ of habeas corpus, returnable 
before Judge Sawyer, of the United States 
Cireuit Court, on the 3st of. this month. 
‘The object of tho writ is to test the validity 
of the Yokohama trial and the judgment of 
the Consular Court: 

We have no doubt that Judge Sawyor will 
decide the case in exact conformity with the 
law ; and what.we are now- writing has no 
reference to this particular case whatever, 
further than to point some general remarks 
on the practice of our Consular Court in like 
casea,‘and on the lew that governs and ro- 
gulgtes such practice. Itisa relic of adecay- 
od Roman law, which empowered the first 
magistrate of that. Republic, when: at the 
head of ita legions[in a foreign country, to 
try, decide and execute criminals without’ 
appeal. - It’ was ago practically aban- 
doned by all: civ -Hations, and though 
our law appears to give the condemned the 
benefit of appeal, the practico is still’ one" 
that’can Hardly be regurded: as. less thay 
abominable,. considering: the ‘ character of 
many of the men who hold consular offices 
under the United States ; and in saying this 
wo' hive no thought of impeaching’ the 
churacterof Mr Van Buren, Consul.at Yoko- 
hams, It isclearly in violation “of the 
Constitution, which the members: of. Con- 
yresa who passed it each took » solemn oath 
to support.. The. Constitution reaches 
wherever tlie American flag is planted, and 
acitizen of the United States-or a. sailor 
serving under that flag, whether a@home dt 
‘abroad, or in. whatever American court, is 
entitled to all the rights which that Consti- 
tution ‘gives to any citizen in any State or 
Territory of the Union. The amend-.
